On behalf of the M issouri'Farm ers’ As- 
ciation which represents 
more 
than 2,000 
rm clubs with a membership of 60,000 of the 
ost progressive farmers in Missouri, we feel 
tat a plain statement 01 the existing relations 
it ween the Farm Clubs and the Farm Bureau 
due to the farm ers of Pettis county in order 
tat. with all the facts in hand, they may gov- 
'n themselves as they think best. 
Recently Mr. Howard A. Cowden, field 
an ^or lhe Missouri 
Farm ers’ 
Association, 
lid a visit to Pettis 
county— holding several 
eetings and finally winding up with an ex­ 
uded conference with the local Farm Bureau 
aders— and the result of this confernce was 
request of Mr. Cowden to leave the county 
id to not attempt the organization of new 
arm Clubs at the present time— and, in order 
aoid ill feeling, Mr. Cowden gracefully com- 
ied with this request. 
Iheretore, let it be un- 
n-stood at the outset that the Farm Clubs have 
> quarrel with the Farm 
Bureau 
leaders of 
'ttis county, if these good gentlemen believe 
at they 
can 
be 
more 
effectively 
served 
rough th e ir present organization— then the 
trm Clubs will wish them Godspeed. 
But, as 
e understand it, the Farm Bureau has a mem- 
‘rship of only approximately 900 out of nearly 
000 farmers in Pettis county— and it is with 
1 earnest desire to serve these remaining 2,000 
ho have no organization of any kind at this 
ne, th at this communication is submitted. 
In 
tssing it might be stated that the state leaders 
the Farm Bureau have always professed a 
‘sire to cooperate with the Farm Clubs 
but, 
usual, when these promises are put to the 
an entirely different attitude is revealed. 
However, we have no desire for contro- 
rsy— for the conditions which confront the 
rm er are too serious. 
Therefore, as w*e have 
id. this letter is addressed chiefly to the ap- 
oximately 2,000 Pettis County farm ers who 
0 not attached to the Farm Bureau at this 
ne and lor whom we believe we have a mes- 
of vital interest. 
During the last two years the Farm Clubs 
ve financed nearly 100 producers’ grain ele- 
tors*through which our members receive the 
’1 central m arket price for their wheat, corn 
ts, hay, etc. 
In many instances these e E 


3 returned in savings their entire first cost 
ring the first year’s operation. 
Our state 
ociation has in its employ a high class eon- 
11 cti on engineer 
who is constantly 
at our 
ck and call for the invoicing of old plants or 
supply plans for new ones. 
One of the main 
iects of Mr. Cowden’s recent trip into'Pettis 
jnty was to aid your farm ers in marketing 
s year’s w heat 
crop 
direct to the central 
irkets— and while there is now not sufficient 
ie to finance producers’ elevators and take 
ive charge of them, there is no reason why 
3 farm ers of any community who are not Bu- 
iu members should not form an immediate 
rm Club organization and then purchase a 
ar Loader 
which elevates the grain direct 
o cars. 
Purchased through our state assoc- 
icn these loaders cost $375 f. o. b. the fac- 
y and with a tractor to furnish the motive 
w-er, a carload of wheat can easily be loaded 
a couple of hours. 
Our State Association has also organized 
•re than 1(H) live stock shipping associations 
ough which our members 
receive 
the full 
ckyards price for their hogs, butcher stuff, 
3ep, veals, etc. A shipping m anager who un- 
^stands the shipping of live stock is employ- 
and then on certain days during the week 
s shipping m anager receives the stock that 
ready for market. 
Each member’s stuff is 
ighcd and m arked so it can be identified at 
- stock yards and thus when the live stock 
s been sold, members receive w hat it brought 
the stockyards, less their part of the ship- 
lg cost, rath er than w hat is pleased the local 
ekbuyers to offer.

In many of these counties we have organiz­ 
ed strong County Farm ers’ Associations with 
¡a paid county secretary in charge. 
Also in 
such counties we have taken over practically 
every grain elevator and are rapidly getting 
control oi poultry products and cream. Already 
the Jrarm (1 ur> savings run into the hundreds 
oi thousands— and we 
have 
hardly 
gotten 
started. 
And now we desire to touch upon a phase 
the early support of the approximately 2,000 
farmers in Pettis county who do not belong to 
the Farm Bureau: the Farm Clubs n o * hold 
the whip h&nd in Henry, 
Benton, 
Morgan, 
Cooper and Saline counties and they also have 
a stiong foothold in eastern Johnson; in Hen­ 
ry, Benton, Morgan and Saline we have County 
Associations, while Cooper should be ready for 
one* in the near future; we have recently taken 
over grain elevators at Boonville, Pilot Grove, 
Warsaw, Lincoln, and we are also in the midst 
of taking into the Missouri Farm ers’ Associa­ 
tion the elevators at Montróse, LaDue and Clin­ 
ton, saying nothing about a dozen others in 
V\e. a {>ove territory which will be within the 
fold shortly. 
Therefore it can be seen tha.t the 
fa rm Clubs have almost completely surround­ 
ed Pettis county——and “to a man up a tree’’ it 
would seem foolish for the farm ers of Pettis 
county to try to organize elevators through an­ 
other organization which has not a single en­ 
terprise of this kind to its credit in the entire 
state and which is therefore in no position to 
otter the cooperative strength of nearly one 
hundred farm er owned elevators which are in 
active operation and which are fighting their 
battles from behind the 
same 
breastworks. 
Nevertheless, let the Bureau members do as 
they think best in these premises. 
Folly of Present Situation. 
However, the real 
folly 
of farmers at­ 
tempting to work through two separate mar­ 
keting organizations is found in the fact that 
the fa rm Clubs are already operating a group 
of produce exchanges in the 
above 
counties 
which will be forced, in the very near future, 
to finance a cold storage plant at Sedalia 
whether they receive the cooperation of the 
farmers of Pettis county or not— and perhaps a 
word of explanation in this connection is nec­ 
essary. 
When a produce exchange is compell­ 
ed to express its daily purchases of eggs and 
live poultry to distant points like Kansas City 
or St. Louis, it is not only confronted with weíl 
night prohibitive transportation costs but dur­ 
ing the heated season the deteroriation in eggs 
is enormous; therefore the first object of the 
Farm Clubs is to erect a cold storage plant at 
the most convenient railroad center as soon 
as the number 
of exchanges 
w arrants— no 
only to lessen the deterioration in eggs and tht 
shrinkage in live poultry, but also th at these 
products may be shipped in carload lots to the 
New York, Boston Chicago and other central 
markets. 
It costs $50,000 
to 
finance a cold 
storage plant and the reader may be interested 
to know that the Farm Clubs are about to be­ 
gin the construction of three 
such 
plants at 
Springfield, St. Joseph, and Medill— the first 
enterprises of the kind ever financed by farm ­ 
ers in the history of the country. 
And now, one of two things must happen 
— either the Farm 
Clubs 
in the surrounding 
counties will be forced to erect such plants at 
Sedalia by themselves— or, the farm ers of Pet­ 
tis county must see the folly of playing a “lone 
hand’’ and join in with them ; if Pettis county 
stands aloof, it will be practically prohibited 
from entering the produce 
field 
because its 
volume of business, without the aid of the sur­ 
rounding counties, would not justify the erec­ 
tion of an independent 
cold 
storage 
plant; 
again, should Pettis make up its mind to enter 
the produce field in a small way, its only outlet 
would be to sell its output to the packing com­ 
panies or to other wholesale produce dealers 
who are now engaged in a battle royal to de­ 
feat the Farm Clubs from taking over an in­ 
dustry out of which they make millions of dol­ 
lars annually. 
Therefore, regardless of w hat 
the 900 Farm Bureau members may do, we ap­ 
peal to the remaining 2,000 Pettis county far­ 
mers to join hands with us in this great fight 
to the end that they may have their share in 
the erection of a cold storage plant at Sedalia 
and thus place themselves in position to save 
the thousands of dollars which they are losing 
annually to the present monopolized produce 
market. 
• 
And here is another striking 
example of 
the folly of the farm ers of a great state at­ 
tempting to work through two organizations 
which are ‘ attem pting to do the same things: 
at a recent ^meeting of the directors of the Mis­ 
souri Farm ers’ Association in St. Louis it was 
determined to make application for a seat on 
the Merchants Exchange and also on the Live 
Stock Exchange at the National Stockyards in 
order that, through the ownership and control 
ot two powerful commission firms at the chief 
grain and live stock m arkets of the state, we 
may return to our elevators and live stock ship­ 
ping associations the thousands of dollars in 
annual net profits which an intelligent m an­ 
agement of two such enterprises will undoubt­ 
edly make possible. 
The Greater Strength of the Farm Clubs. 
The Farm Clubs 
will 
go into this fight 
with approximately 100 
elevators and more 
than 100 live stock 
shipping 
associations at 
their back— thus m aking the financing of the 
above commission firms a comparatively easy 
matter. The Farm Bureaus, on the other hand, 
have 110 elevators 
and only a few 
scattering 
live stock shipping associations. 
Therefore at 
best it would take them several years before 
they could hope to break 
into 
the great ter- 


oigamzations at the 
terminal, 
m arkets; or, 
lastly, should they attem pt to organize such en­ 
terprises themselves, the farmers of Missouri 
would find themselves in the ridiculous attitude 
01 trying to finance and operate two different 
sets of commission firms at the same markets! 
In view ot the foregoing facts which are 
as plain as the nose on a man’s face, cannot in­ 
telligent Pettis county farm ers see that with 
reference to the financing of grain elevators, 
produce exchanges, and live stock shipping as­ 
sociations the only 
sensible 
thing 
is to join 
hands with the Farm Clubs and thus fight this 
battle \shoulder to shoulder? 
Does 
not 
any 
other course invite certain failure and disaster? 
i-1* 6 Farm C1ubs with their small annual dues 
ol $2.50 are best for the 
farmers of Henry, 
Benton, Morgan, Cooper and Saline counties,' 
are they not equally the most effective instru­ 
ment for the farmers of Pettis county. 
Verily 
have we not been divided long enuogh? 
If the state leaders of the Farm Bureau 
had adhered to their original program of being 
chiefly an educational agency,” the two or­ 
ganizations might have managed to work side 
by side. 
But when the Bureau leaders burned 
their bridges behind them and openly started 
out to imitate and appropriate the Farm Club 
program from one end of the state to the other, 
they embarked upon a policy which can mean 
nothing but confusion, 
division 
of effort and 
final defeat in the great battle which the Farm 
Clubs have developed in this state and in which 
millions of sweat earned dollars are involved in 
the years to come. 
However, as we said in the beginning, this 
appeal is directed to the 2,000 Pettis county 
farmers who have no organization of any kind 
at this time, who are therefore fancy free and 
who we trust will address the Missouri Farm ­ 
ers’ Association, Columbia, Missouri, immedi­ 
ately for literature and other information. 
If 
prompt action is taken we will gladly aid you 
in shipping this year’s wheat crop direct to the 
central markets. 
Also we are ready to get you 
the lowest wholesale 
price 
on.flour and mill 
feed, tankage, salt, coal, silos, automobile tires, 
grain bins, commercial fertilizers, etc. 
If there 
are not enough farmers in your schooj district 
to enable you to form a Farm Club we will ar­ 
range to let you join a central County Associa­ 
tion. 
In view of our agreement with the local 
Farm Bureau leaders we will not send a field- 
man into the county at this time. 
Therefore it 
will be necessary for the independent farmers 
in the different parts of the county to get in di­ 
rect touch with our State Association. 
In con­ 
clusion, we take this opportunity to invite ev­
